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Summary: A new species of Sedum L. was described 
from Western Himalaya and named as Sedum 
pedicellatum N. B. Singh & U. C. Bhattach. The 
name is a later homonym and illegitimate. Hence, 
as per Art. 53.1, Melbourne code, 2012, a new name 
Sedum bhattacharyyae is hereby proposed.
